The  heart  of  Broward  Com- 
munity College's  outstanding 
instructional  programs  is  the 
quality  of  our  teaching  faculty.  BCC 
faculty  have  graduated  from  universi- 
ties such  as  Adelphi,  Yale,  Auburn, 
William  and  Mary,  Cornell.  Duke, 
and  Notre  Dame.  More  than  90  per- 
cent of  our  faculty  have  masters  de- 
grees or  doctorates.  At  BCC.  all 
classes  are  taught  by  fully  qualified 
professors,  not  graduate  assistants. 
Our  faculty  are  not  required  to  con- 
duct research;  they  focus  their  atten- 
tion on  teaching  and  helping  students 
succeed. 

Broward  Community  College  is  ac- 
credited by  the  Commission  on 
Colleges  of  the  Southern  Association 
of  Colleges  and  Schools  (SACS)  to 
award  associate  degrees.

The  Associate  of  Arts  (A.A.)  de- 
gree is  conferred  upon  satisfactory 
completion  of  the  first  two  years  of 
college,  with  courses  designed  to  pre- 
pare students  to  transfer  to  an  upper- 
level  institution  for  baccalaureate  de- 
gree courses.  This  program  includes 
36  semester  hours  of  general  educa- 
tion courses  in  addition  to  courses  ap- 
propriate for  the  major  selected  by  the 
student.  The  general  education  re- 
quirements include  courses  in  com- 
munication, mathematics,  social  and 
behavioral  sciences,  humanities  and 
natural  sciences.  Apart  from  its  trans- 
fer function,  the  degree  provides  stu- 
dents with  competencies  necessary 
for  becoming  productive  members  of 
our  community.

Broward  County  high 
school  students  may  earn

grams. College  credits 
earned  through  these  pro- 
grams save  the  student 
time  and  money.  Stu- 
dents can  get  information 
about  earning  college 
credit  in  high  school 
from  their  high  school 
guidance  directors. 


CONTINUING  EDUCATION 

Through  its  Continuing  Education 
department.  BCC  offers  a  wide  vari- 
ety of  non-credit  courses  in  the  areas 
of  professional  development,  licen- 
sure, re-licensure,  personal  enrich- 
ment, recreation,  wellness,  and  cul- 
tural enrichment.

Co-op  students  earn 
credit  and  gain  valuable  professional  experience  in  their  fields 
of  study  through  on-the-job  involvement.  In  some  cases,  a  stu- 
dent's current  employment  will  meet  the  qualifications  of  the 
co-op  program. 

The  Experiential  Learning  Program,  developed  primarily 
for  working  adults,  awards  academic  credit  for  skills  and 
knowledge  gained  through  life  experiences  such  as  employ- 
ment, seminars,  volunteer  activity,  travel,  military  service  or 
intensive,  self-directed  study.  The  formal  assessment  process 
includes  a  variety  of  evaluation  tools  that  range  from  portfolio 
assessment  to  traditional  testing.

As  an  active  member  of  the  College  Consortium 
for  International  Studies  (CCIS),  BCC's 
Institute  for  International  Education 
offers  semester-length  academic 
programs  in  more  than  a  dozen 
countries,  including  England, 
France,  Germany,  Ireland, 
Italy,  Israel  and  Spain. 

Established  in  1979 
the  BCC  Center  in 
Spain  provides  stu 
dents  an  oppor- 
tunity to  spend  a 
full  semester 
living  and 
studying  in  the 
city  of  Seville.
